The one who 
removes the darkness of igno- 
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rance and bestows the Divine light 
of knowledge. 
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In Saivism Sri Dnakshinamurti is 
considered to be the Adi Guru. the 
first teacher. He preaches in 
silence. sitting under a banyan 
tree. Lord Kartikeya is called 
Sivagurunatha or Swaminatha as 
he preached the significance of 
Pranava (Om) to his father, Lord 
Shiva. In Vaishnavism we have Sri 
Hayagriva—Vishnu incarnation. 


Guru. The Dattatreya Guru cult is 
predominant in Goa, Maharashtra 
and Gujarat. He is three-in-one— 
Brahma, Vishnu and Siva—held in 
esteem as the son of Anusuya and 
Atri. He has three faces and six 
hands holding the instruments of 
the Trinity viz.. Sankha, Chakra, 
Gada, Padma, 
Kamandalu. The four dogs asso- 
ciated with him are revered as the 
four Vedas.

Sripada Sri Vallabha, born in 
Pithapuram (Andhra) is consi- 
dered as the first reincarnation of 
Dattatreya. Sri Nrisimha Saras-

Prabhu (near Hyderabad, A.P.) the 


third and Swami Samartha or 
Akkalkot Maharaj (near Gulbarga) 
the fourth reincarnation of Datta. 
Sn Sai Baba of Shirdi (Maha- 
rashtra) and Sri Satya Sai Baba of 
Puttaparthi, (A.P.) are considered 
as further reincarnations and are 
revered all over the world. 


Guru Poornima is also Vyasa 
Jayanti Day. Vyasa is a reincarna- 
tion of Vishnu. He is considered.to 
be the Supreme Guru of Hindus, as 
he is the codifier of the Vedas and 
the author of the Puranas. On this 
day all sannyasins perform Vyasa 
Pooja and start observing the 
Chaturmasya Vrata. They . do not 
move out for four months till 
Dasara—Vijaya Dasami Day. They 
spend their days in meditation and 
prayer. 

The ‘Guru Gita’, containing 182 
slokas, is found in the Skanda 
Purana. Siva narrates to Parvati 
the significance and the supreme 
value of the Guru. ‘Guru Mantra’ is 
considered to be the greatest 
‘mantra’.

of devotion. To him God was an 
omnipresent power encompassing 
the Universe. He showed the way 





by which the common man could 
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attain spiritual development by 
adopting his language and idiom 
in preference to the language and 
idiom of the learned pundits. 

- His pragmatism was a source of 


assurance and comfort to the com- — 


.mon people. He taught that the 
23 
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practice of religion did not need a 
cave or an ivory tower and that it 
could be practised in the midst of 
the troubles and turmoil of every- 
day life. 


He likened the human body to 
God's temple. He declared that the 
highest pinnacle of spiritual glory 
could be attained through right 
conduct, self-purification, dedica- 
tion to work and devotion to God. 


Basava founded one of the 
earliest democratic institutions in 
the Anubhava Mantapa, rightly de- 
scribed as a socio-religious parlia- 
ment where equality, free thinking 
and free discussion were encour- 
aged and practised. This was a 
common forum for men and 
women, rich and poor, and 
persons of all faiths. 


Basava was as great a humanist 
as he was a spiritual leader. His 
humanism pervades his faith. He 
fervently believed in the brother- 
hood of man and that God dwells 
in man. He fought untouchability 
relentlessly as the negation of the 
principle of humanity, compassion 
and brotherhood. He observes:— 


One who kills is low-bom 
There is nothing like caste or 
creed 
Again 
Better to be a servant of a 
devotee of God, though he 
ls an untouchable by birth, than to 
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receive a kingdom from a 
blasphemer of God.

research was needed for econo- 
mic prosperity. His philanthropy 
took various forms but one of the 
most significant of them was to 
offer scholarships to talented 
young men to continue their 
studies abroad and prosper in life. 


Born at Navsari, near Surat, in 
1839, of poor but respectable 
TTC belonging to the 'priestly 
caste! J.N. Tata had his early 
education in Bombay. He joined 
his father's business of trade with 
China at a young age. He set up the 


first textile mill in Nagpur in 
January, 1877. He made it a 
successful venture. But more than 
that he paid much attention to the 
welfare of the workers. He also 
introduced an apprenticeship 
scheme. Full of ideas, he pur- 
chassd new milis and modernised 
inem. 

in 1892, he initiated a scheme for 
providing funds to young men who 
had passed with distinction their 
examinations in India but were 
unsble to pursue thsir studies 
abroad. He aiso launched» ‘three 
new schemes—the steel mill at 
Jamshedpur (Sakchi) the Tata 
Hydroelectric Power Supply 
Company and the Indian Institute 
of Science (Bangalore). The House 
of Tatas, which has grown over the 
years and has been ably managed 
by Shri J.R.D. Tata, stands as an 
enduring monument to the vision 
of the GOM of Industrial India. 


J.N. Tata held his wealth in trust 
as Gandhiji (later) wanted all the 
affluent to do. His benevolence 
took many forms and one of them 
was the financial assistance he 
provided to Swami Vivekananda to 
enable the Swamiji to carry on with 
his activities aimed at the moral. 
and spiritual uplift of his country- 
men.

Basaveswara was born around 
the year 1131 A.D. in Ingaleshwara 
Bagewadi in Bijapur district of 
Karnataka State. Madiraja and 
Madalambika, of a traditional 
Brahmin family, were his parents. 


When all was set for his 
"upanayana," when he was eight, 
he left his home, ssvering all his 
relations with his parents.and the 
family, and prompted by an inner 

. urge went to Kudala Sangama at 
the confluence of the sacred 
rivers, Krishna and Malaprabha.

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There; he met his Guru, Jataveda 
Muni. Basaveshwara blossomed at 
the feet of Sangameshwara, the 
presiding deity at — Kudala 
Sangama. 

Around the year 1152 A.D. 
Basaves wara left Kudala 
Sangama after completing his 


education under his Guru and  . 


joined the service of King Bijjala in 


Kalyan which is in the present _ 





*Former Chief Justice of Karnataka and 
Allahabad. 
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Bidar District of Karnataka State. 
In about the year 1162 A.D. he was 
not only a minister but also a 
central figure and the leader of a 
great socio-religious movement. 
Sharanas (devotees) from various 
parts of India were attracted to 
him. 

With the coming of Allama 
Prabhu, a supreme Shiva Yogi, to 
Kalyan, Basaveswara established 
Anubhava Mantapa, a great spiri- 
tual academy, which attracted 
Saints from such far off places as 
Kashmir and Varanasi. — 

Basaveshwara's cardinal princi- 
ples were equality, liberty and 
fraternity. He would never accept 
untouchability or the hierarchical 
caste system in society. To him all 
were equal, irrespective of caste, 
creed, sex, occupation. 

Basaveswara blessed a historic 
marriage between the daughter of 
Madhuvarasa, formely a Brahmin, 
and the son of Haralaiah, an 
untouchable wno became a 
‘Sharana’. The orthodox and the 
vicious who were jealous of 
Basaveshwara's popularity, 
carried tales to King Bijjala, who, 
succumbingtothe pressure of such 
— people. ordered the torture of the 
__ innocent Haralayya and 
— .Madhuvarasa. This was too much 
of a shock for the sensitive 


. Basaveshwara. Violence in any 


form was repugnant to him. He 
‘took upon himself the blame for 
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not being able to convince the king 
and thus avert the tragedy. With 
great sorrow, he left Kalyan for 
Kudala Sangama where he 
attained union with Kudalasanga- 
meshwara in 1167 A.D. 


The philosophy of. Basaves- 
wara may.be summed up in three 
propositions; God is real; the vcri? 
is a challenge and an inspiraticr:; 
and the goal of life is to attune one: 
to living in communion with if: 
Divine Being and making life 
harmony. The life in this world ix 
not to be.spurned. He said “Do not 
postpone living a good life in thiz 
world.” 


Basaveswara was an active 
reformer and at the same time a 
‘Bhakti Bhandari’, a treasure oí 
devotion. He pointed out that mere 
learning would not lead to devo- 
tion. So one should not feel proud 
of ‘one’s learning or other 
accomplishments. All accomplish- 
ments: are in -vain without one's 
heart being filled with God. 


Basaveswara proclaimed that 
God is one and all pervading. He 
discouraged cruder forms of 
idolatory and worship. His 
Stress was on Bhakti. He condem- 
ned Yagas and Yagnas and animal 
Sacrifice to propitiate gods. He 
also disapproved the practice of 
worship of God by proxy. Worship 
ought to be a personal communion. 
between God and the devotee. 
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Basaveshwara firmly believed 
that neither caste nor sex nor 
social status, disqualifies a person 
for spiritual pursuit. in his 
Anubhava  mantapa (Spiritual 
Academy) persons írom the so- 
called low castes. those engaged 
in lowly occupations and also 
women participated on equal 
terms wiih others :n spiritual and 
philosophical discussions. Under 
his benign guidance, persons of 
lowly social positions like 
cobblers. wasnermen, basket 
makers, potters, wood + cutters, 
weavers. barbers, boatmen and 
sweepers bscarne Sharanas 
(devotees) and many of thern even 
composed  Vachanas (Poetic 
sayings of wisdom). 

Basaveswara. proclaimed that 
compassion should be the basis of 
religion and advocated kindliness 
to all living beings. He laid great 
emphasis оп right conduct. 
courtesy towards common people 
and service to the downtrodden. 


He insisted that speech and action 
should not be at variance with 
each other. He practised what he 
taught. 


Basaveswara emphasised 
dignity of iabour. A life of honest 
iabour is the life of one who is 
realiy dedicated to God. It is much 
better to earn one’s living with the 
sweat of one's brow than to live as 
a parasite. There is no occupation 
which is high or low. Every occu- 
pation useful to the society is 
entitled to the same respect and 
regard. 


Basaveswara spoke to people 
in their language. The result was 
that his message reached the 
masses and inspired them. 


Basaveswara s philosophy has an 

universal appeal. His teachings are 
as valid today as they were eight 
centuries ago. May his teachings 
continue to illumine mankind for- 
ever.

The fascinating story of Hindu

In the course of several 
centuries Hindu civilization has 
maintained perennial vigour and 
youth and the secret of this signi- 
ficant phenomenon lies in the fact 
_ that many high-souled dissenters 
A and reformers were born from time 
— to time and they strove to remove 
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the impurities which had come to 
be associated with the theories 
and practice of religion, and 
sought to redeem truth. 


Buddha, Mahavira, Dayananda, 
Ram Mohan Roy,Ramakrishna 


-Paramahamsa, Vivekananda are 


some of the great dissenters who 
helped the process of discovering 
and re-establishing truth in their 
time. Mahatma Basava deserves a 
place of pride in this galaxy of 
great dissenters and redeemers. 


The religion which Basava 
preached was essentially a social 
religion. He was primarily a rebel 
and revolutionary who opposed 
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the Brahmanism of nis time, its 
exclusive ciaims to spiritual and 
social leadership 


Basava prociaimed the signi- 
ficance of devotion to God and 
love amongst His creatures and 
made this dual concept the sole 
basis of the edifice of a socio- 
religious philosophy. 

He entirely rejected the caste 
System and vehemently denoun- 
ced the notion that some 
communities are superior to some 
others апа eradicated this 
complex of superiority or inferi- 
ority from the minds of his disci- 
ples. His teachings were addres- 
sed to all men and women alike 


and were not limited to a particular - 


class or group. Social equality was 
. the very breath of Basava's philo- 
Sophy; service to the community at 
large and devotion to the Lord, 
constituted the primary Sadhana or 
: means for human liberation. 
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He broke the monopoly of 
knowledge enshrined in Sanskrit 
and carried the stream of his 
thoughts to the doors of the 
Ordinary men and women by 
speaking to them in their langu- 
age. Traditionally. Sanskrit was the 
sole repository of Hindu philo- 
sophy and reiigious thought 


in a sense, Sasava was a greater 
rebel from the point of view of 
Brahmanism or orthodox 
Hinduism than Christ was with 
regard to Judaism. In another 
sense Basava helped to remove 
the overgrowth of superstitions 
and ignorance which had invaded 
the Hindu religious thought and 
practice, That is why 
Basava can be regarded as an 
Avatara of divinity and the story of 
his life can be treated as the 
fulfilment of the statement of Lord 
Krishna in the Bhagavadgita. 


The creed of Basava is a 
permanent revolution against the 
power of priesthood, against 
dogmatism, temple-cults, caste 
and class privileges and social 
inequality in every form. The 
message of Basava, like that of 
Buddha, is a message of love and 


. compassion, coupled with devo- 
tion; it treats all men and women as 


equal and it makes no distinction 
between one person and another. 


"This message had a revolutionary 


impact on the socio-economic 
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ideology and religious thought of 
his times. 


“Ога up your loins’, said 
Basava, "and come to the field. 
yours is the lot to fight, not to yield 
Life is a struggle and a battle 
nothing can be- won without 
trouble." The contemporary 
defeatist view of life which 
emphasised the worthlessness of 
human existence in this world and 
which required men and women to 
escape from the miseries of this 
existence was foreign to Basava's 
philosophy. 


Basava taught the doctrine that 
Life is real, that Life is earnest and 
that the grave is not its goal. He 
wanted his disciples to face the 
challenge of life with courage and 
determination and he emphasised 
the importance of the doctrine of 
work. 


Whenever I think of Basava and 
his teachings, | am tempted to 
believe that the essence of his 
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message can be compared to the 
motto which was adopted by some 
of the followers of Buddha. Says 


this motto."'Go with a heart full of 


compassion into this world which 
is torn by sorrow. Teach, and 
wherever shadows and ignorance 
prevail, light a torch. 


Today several clouds seem to 
gather strength on the horizon of 
India and commonm men and 
women look perplexed and frus- 
trated and show symptoms of 
gathering anger and indignation. 
At such a time in the history of 
India, I think all of us can go back to 
Basava and seek guidance inspi- 
ration and light from his philo- 
sophy.

In November 1982, by which times 
Saraswathy was in normal heat, 
after paying a visit to Lord 
Venkatachalapati at Tirupati, wwe 
went to Madras. We also went to 
our native place and were deiigh- 
ted to be at Kuzhur during the 
festival season. We returned to 
Bombay in January, 1983. 


In October, 1983, during the 
Divali . season, Sarawathy com- 
plained of stomach-ache and was 
admitted to the Sir Hurkisondas 
Nurrotumdas Hospital in Bombay 


under the care of Dr. A.J. Desai. - 


After two. or three days Dr. Desai 
told me that an emergency opera- 
tion might be required. | said that it. 
would not be needed. | returned to 
my home and with a prayer to Sri 
Venkatachalapatj, went to sleep. 
What a wonderful miracle ? Next 
day, early in the morning, | heard, 
"] am here itself". The voice was 
similar to that | had heard in 
January, 1982, from the Divine 
Lady. Next day, when I went to the 
hospital, Dr. Desai told me that an 
operation was not necessary. This 
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event strengthened my faith in the 
Lord of the Seven Hills. 


In 1984, during  April-July, 
'Saraswathy's eyes were operated 
upon for cataract. On October 2, 
1984, my sister Thankam passed 
away at Ahmedabad after a brief 
illness. This wes again a shock to 
Saraswathy.

future historian of the 

constitutional developments 
in India since 1950 would be hard 
put to find the compelling reasons 
behind the Constitution (Sixty- 
fourth amendment) Bill, 1989. 
Though a perceptive commentator 
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on Indian political affairs has 
remarked that ‘this is no exercise 
in Nishkama Karma’ and that 'the  . 
Congress is in the business of 


running a country, nct a monas- 


tery’, he dogs not take the trouble zi 


of telling us as to how the ruling 
41 
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party stands to gain in the 
elections through the insertion of 
Part IX in the Constitution. He 
himself believes that the Amend- 
ing Bill 45 not likely to become an 
Act before the middle of 1990,10ng 
after the next General Elections. 
Yet, the constitutional significance 
of the Bill cannot be denied or 
ignored. For, an Article which has 
SO far remained under the non- 
justiciable Part IV (Directive 
Principles of State Policy) of the 
Constitution now acquires the 
dignity of a 'Part' by itself with a 
mandatory force. Article 40 under 
Part IX (Directive Principles of 
State Policy) reads: Organisation of 
Village Panchayats: The state shall 
take steps to organise village 
panchayats and endow them with 
such powers and authority as may 
be necessary to enable them to 
function as units of self-govern- 
ment. 


It is on record that the Praft 
Constitution did not even merition 
panchayats and that Article 40 was 
incorporated 'after a great deal of 
wrangling'*. The credit for this 
incorporation goes to Dr. Rajendra 
Prasad who initially wanted the 
Constitution to begin with the 
village and go up to the Centre. Dr. 
Prasad, being a Gandhian, would

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have- been influenced in his 
thinking in this regard by Gandhiji. 
Gandhiji, writing in 'Harijan"of July 
26, 1942, on ‘My Idea of Village 
Swaraj’ said: 


"My idea of Village Swaraj is tha: 
it is a complete republic, indepen- 
dent of its neighbours for its own 
vital wants, and yet interdepender ; 
for many others in which deper:- 
dence is a necessity.... The govern 
ment of the village will be con- 
ducted by the Panchayat of five 
persons, annually elected by ths 
adult villagers, male and femaie. 
possessing minimum prescribed 
qualifications. ....this Panchayat 
will be the legislature, judiciary 
and executive combined to 
operate for its year of office.” 


Long before the inauguration of 
the Indian Constitution in 1950, 
Panchayats had acquired statutory 
recognition, especially after the 
Government of India Act of 1919. 
Historians talk of Village Republics 
of ancient India but these were 
‘patriarchal . Organisations, 
governed by custom and bound 
together by family relationship and 
common holdings of land.' 


{ Тһе village panchayats gained in 
Importance during the Second 
World War and after the launching 
of the Grow More Food Campaign. 
In independent India, they were 
closely associated initially with the 
Community Projects (October 2, 
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1952) and later with the National 
Extension Service Programme 
(October 2, 1953) Each NES Block 
covered 100 to 120 villages and 
was expected to take care of the 
overall development of the 
village—not merely the agricul- 
tural. By now (1952), most of the 
States had a Panchayat Act—U.P. 
(1947), Bihar (1947), Orissa (1948), 
Punjab (1952), and with Bengal, 
Madras and Maharashtra having 
Panchayat-type of organisations 
under the Government of India Act 
of 1919. 


The C. D. and the NES pro- 
gramme.s came under review in 
1957 and the Balvantray Mehra 
Committee commended a three- 
tier system of local self-govern- 
ment—village panchayat.

This system was 
comprehensively described by 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru as the 
‘Panchayati Raj. The committee 
noted a ‘wide gap’ between the 
legislative framework and the 
actual working.

1. Politically, it became a process 
of democratic seed-drilling in 
the Indian soil, making z^ 
average citizen more cors- 
cious of his rights than before. 

2. Administratively, it bridged ti: 
gulf between the bureaucratic 
elite and the people. 

3. Socio-culturally, it generatec a 
new leadership which was not 
merely relatively young in age 
but also modernistic and pro- 
social change in outlook. 

4. From the developmental 
angle, it helped rural people 
cultivate a developmental 
psyche. 


It must be stated here that the 
period of decline of the PRIs began 
in 1964 with the passing away of 
Pandit Nehru. Dr. B.B. Misra, who 
has described both the periods of 
the rise and fall of the PRis points 
out that 'even Lal Bahadur Shastri, 
who succeeded Nehru, frankly 
admitted that he did not ‘share 
Nehru's faith in the capacity of the 
people to rule themselves. In the 
light of the special schemes 
launched in 1970 (growth centres) 
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and 1971 (Rural Employment), the 
inference is permissible that Smt. 
Indira Gandhi, too, shared the 
scepticism of Lal Bahadur Shastri..

My first mezting with Kakasaheb 
lasted about two hours. Kaka- 
saheb was very kind, affectionate, 
simple : апа was innocence 
personified. He had advocated all

of national integration. He was 
happy that my 
proposed marriage with Nandini 
would be an inter-State marriage. 
spoke about the 
importance of marriage as an 
institution in society.

Unlike some Gandhians 
Kakasaheb did not believe: in 
Brahmacharya as the best possible 
way of life. He told me that one 
could be a Brahmachari if it was a 
spontaneous decision like that of 
Vinobaji. Forced Brahmacharya 
Gid a lot of damage to the person 
concerned and in the long run to 
the community.He hoped that ours 
would be a very happy marriage. 
Similar sentiments he expressed in 
his letter to us on the occasion of 
our marriage. 


Kakasaheb was born on 
December 1, 1885, the year and the 
month in which the Indian National 
Congress was born and witnessed 
probably all the splits that have 
taken place in the party, starting 
with the one at Surat. 


Kakasaheb's father had a trans- 
ferable job with the Government 
and had to move from one place to 
another. Kakasaheb changed a 
number of schools during the 
period of his school education. He 
also got an opportunity to see a 
number of places. 


When Kakasaheb was at school, 
Lokmanya Tilak held away over the 
minds of the youth all over the 
country, particularly in Maha- 
rashtra. While digging the founda- 
tion for the extension of his house, 
a sword was found. With the help 
of the labourers Kakasaheb took 
possession of the sword and kept it 
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with him. Several years later, when 
his father came to know that Dattu 
was having a sword, he thought 
that the sword could be broken 
into several pieces. Not to be out- 
done Dattatreya made several 
knives out of the sword which 
could be used by him in future. 


In 1904, he joined Fergusson 
College at Pune. During his college 
days he was influenced by the 
extremist movement in the 
country. Maharashtra, along with 
Bengal was the home of the 
movement launched by extremist 
nationalist forces. Pune was also 
the headquarters of Gokhale and 
Tilak. 

Kalelkar was drawn to the 
revolutionary movement and he 
worked to create the revolutionary 
Spirit in the youth. At that time. 
except. his friend, Achaya 
Kripalani, nobody knew oi nis 
loyalty to the revolutionaries 
Kakasaheb also had his first 
encounter with the police officers 
while he was studying in Fergus- 
son College. 


He was also greatly influenced 
by Prof. Paranjpe who had given 
up his career and dedicated himself 
to the service of the country 
through education. Prof. 
Paranjpe’s insistence on service to 
the country through education had 
a great impact on Kakasaheb. In 
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1905, at the young age of 20, 
Kakasaheb took a vow: “Never 
shall | think of a career; never shall | 
give up investigation and experi- 
mentation whatever be the 
problem, social, religious, or 
political." And this became ithe 
motto of his life. He was further 
influenced by Swami Viveka- 
nanda's declaration that ес::са- 
tion ‘is the manifestation ci ine 
perfection already in man’ anc inat 
‘religion is the manifestation of 
divinity in man’. Thus, eaucstion 
remained the principal interes: of life 
for Kakasaheb. 

However, іп 1910/11, he 
experienced a sense of futility and 
responding to the call of the 
Himalayas, started wandering like 
a Sannyasi. 


Writes J. В. Kripalani: 
"Romance is neither in Kaka's line 
nor mine. We wasted no senti- 
ment, but in the fastness of the 
rugged rocks of Maharashtra we 
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nursed together the passion that 
consumed us, the passion for 
India's freedom. But | had to take 
to a Professorship while Kaka took 
to Sanyas!

Meanwhile, Kakasaheb had 
made a close study ої Gandhiji's 
movement in South Africa. 
Kakasaheb had heard a great deal 


of Gandhiji's movement through 


He was ратни as a freedom- 
fighter in 1923, 30, 32, 33 and 42-45. 

As a litterateur of all-India repute 
who knew seven languages, Kaka- 
saheb wrote over. 100 books in 
Gujarati, Marathi, Hindi and English. 
Several of his books won literary 
awards including the Award of the 
National Academy of Letters which 
also selected some of his works for 
translation into other languages. 


As an eminent litterateur, he was 
nominated by the President to be a 
Member of Parliament (Rajya Sabha) 
and he served on that body for 12 
years. He was the Chairman of the first 
Backward Class Commission. In 1964 
the President conferred on him Padma : 
Vibhushan, the highest award of that | 
year. On December 1, 1965, when he 
completed 80 years of his life, he was 
felicitated at a function at “the 
Rashtrapati Bhavan. The President 
presented him with a volume ‘of 
tributes by eminent personalities from | 
all over the country and also a 


biography of his in English. 
He blissfully n met his ‘Best friend; 


. Death, оп August 21, 1981. Dus pf d 
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Gandhi's son, Maganial Gandhi, 
with whom he carne in contact at 
Shantiniketan. Kakasaheb was 
greatly attracted to Tagore in 1915 
and had gone to Shantiniketan to 
take up the work of national 
education under Tagore. There he 
met Мада candy who was 
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staying there along with other 
members of the Phoenix party. It 
was at Shantiniketan that he first 
met Gandhij. He again had an 
opportunity to come close to 
Gandhiji in 1915 at the annual 
session of Indian National 
Congress. Gandhiji and Kaka- 
saheb were lodged together at the 


Marwari Vidyalaya. It was here that 


Kakasaheb dedicated himself to 
Gandhiji. However, he could 
neither accept Gandhiji's concept 
of Brahmacharya nor his non- 
violence. In fact, he told Gandhiji 
and that he belonged to the 
Nationalist School of Lokmanya 
Tilak. He also said that he did not 
believe that non-violence could 
bring freedom to India and it was 
necessary to take recourse to any 
instrument or method that could 
make the ыша free. Gandhiji 
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was not at all surprised at the views 
expressed by Kakasaheb. He knew 
he was in a minority but he hoped 
to win over people to his views 
gradually. 


In Gandhiji's Ashram Kakasaheb 
was given the charge of education. 
For him education wes not merely 
imparting ої knowledge; it was 
preparing she student for selfless 
service— education in the cause of 
service. Айсг Gendniji's imprison- 
ment in 1222, Kakasaheb took 
charge of pal ing Yo ung india’ and 
'Navjivan'. Scon К &kasaheb found 
himself iri jail. Shri c. Rajagopala- 
chari took charge of ‘Young India’, 
as its editor and Maganlal Gandhi 
as the editor of 'Naviivan', after 
Kakasaheb's imprisonment. 

It was after going to Sabarmati 
that Kakasaheb made the Gujarati 
language his own and wrote all his 
major works in Gujarati ..In 1927, 
while on a tour of Orissa with 
Gandhiji, Gandhiji offered Kaka- 
saheb the Vice-Chancellorship of 
Gujarat Vidyapith. To quote

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Gujarat Vidyapith contributed the 
largest number of Satyagrahis for 
Gandhiji's epic Dandi March; The 
trained pilots of the Vidyapith did 


the spadework all along the route : 


from Sabarmati to Dharasana. 


Kakasaheb was obviously very 
happy that his students came up to 
Gandhiji's ^ expectations. Bal 
Kalelkar and Satish Kalelkar, his 
two sons, were also part of the 
team that accompanied Gandhiji 
on his Dandi March. 


Kakasaheb, who was with 
Gandhiji during the Salt Satya- 
graha, in 1930, was arrested and 
lodged in the Yervada jail. 
Gandhiji, Sardar Patel and 
Mahadev Desai were some of the 
leaders who were at the Yervada 
jail. 

Kakasaheb had a flair for dicta- 
tion; he seldom wrote himsel. His 
health also did not permit writing 
at a stretch. Gandhiji propoced 
that he could spare half en hour 
daily for Kakasaheb and that he 
would take down his dictation. 
Kakasaheb was stunned. Ho said 
"Can | ever think of dictating to 
you, Bapu? Your offer over- 
whelms me. I know my littleness.” 

"No, No," Gandhiji said: “I know 
you need this assistance. You have 
always dictated your writings to 
Some secretary or the other. We 
are only two of us. | can easily give 


- you half an hour." Kakasaheb 


refused to consider the offer. 


He left Gujarat for good in the 
mid '30s and moved to Wardha 
from where he mostly worked for 
the development of Hindustani as 
national language. As the Presi- 
dent of the Hindustani Prachar 
Sabha, he sought to populariss 
Hindi/Hindustani in the South. 

Kakasaheb's contribution io 
Gujarati literature is remarkable. 
He has written on various subjects 
including education, religion and 
travel, pravoking thought. He has 
also made a substantial contribu- 
tion to Marathi literature. Gujarati 
literature ‘is greatly indebted to 
Kakasaheb for the new.trend set by 
him. 

Kakasaheb was 90 when the 
Emergency was declared іќ the 
country. He was not probably 
keeping in touch with the dsvelop- 
ments in the country following 
Emergency. During one of my 
meetings with him | tried to tell him 
about the atrocities being 
committed іп the name of 
Emergency. Kakasaheb's  res- 
ponse was spontaneous. He was of 
the firm conviction that one 
must work to preserve the fresdom 
and dignity of the individual 
whatever be the Cost. In fact, as 
early as 1927, Kakasaheb had 
Probably foreseen the situation 
that prevailed during and after the 
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Convocation Address as Vice- 
Chancelior of Gujarat University, 
he stated: “When we regain our 
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fresdom and are once again 
masters of cur nome, the pressnt 
moral fervour will abate if not 
evaporate. We shall then be people 
like other independent countries 
sinking to the general leval of the 
age! Only after such a fail, shall we 
raise again. And then Gandhiji's 
real work and influence wili 
begin.” 


How prophetic! The first part of 
his prophecy has already been ful- 
filled in a manner he would not 
have even dreamt of. Let us hope, 
pray and work for realising the 
second part of his prophecy..

| | HEUMATIC fever is an ail- 
ment marked by high tem- 
perature with rheumatic pain in the 
joints. Affecting mainly children, it 
is not a common disease. More- 
over, in most cases it runs a mild 
course and often passes off even 
unrecognised. This may sound at 
first to be a simple thing. But it can 
as well be deceptive. For during 
the short sojourn, the treacherous 
enemy would have marked out for 
crippling one of the most precious 
organs in the body, the heart. 


There is often a prelude to 
rheumatic fever. This often comes 
in the form of streptococcal infec- 
tion, like sore throat, tonsillitis,

scarlet fevér, etc. When these are 
treated, the symptoms may sub- 
side. Sometimes the symptoms of, 
say, sore throat or tonsillitis, may 
disappear even withou? treatment 
or after inadequate treatment, but 
the pathogens (streptococcus) 
may still be lurking in the body. All 
will be calm on the surface. But a 
blood examination (which hardly 
anyone will bother to do as the 
child will be perfectly all right) at 
this stage can reveal increased 
sedimentation rate —a process in 
which the red blood cells settle in 
the bottom of the calibrated tube 
faster than they normally should 
and various antibodies (antistrepto- 
lysin, antistreptokinase, antihyaluro- 
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nidase, etc.) released by the 
I defence mechanism of the body 
x tissues against the poisons 
- released by the pathogens. 


It may take anything from a week 
to years or even decades for the 
symptoms of rheumatic fever to 
manifest themselves, if they 
manifest at all. For, as noted in the 
beginning, often the rheumatic 
fever may pass off unnoticed. 


In other cases, the attack may be 
either mild (the child experiences 
fever and feels out of sorts for a 
couple of days) or full blown, 
lasting several weeks or months.

When this 
happens, movements become 
unsteady, and jerky. in the early 
Stages the first symptom may be 
clumsiness, so that the child 
oroaks crockery, etc. This condi- 
tion is known as St Vitus Dance or 
Chorza. 

Jerking of limb $c an also occur 
for other reasons. However if it is 
Chorsa, the child may exhibit other 
evidencss of rhoumatic complex, 
ike fever, hesri-murmur, joint 
swellings and pain, anaemia and 
raised blood sedimentation rate 
(E.S.R.)" which is an important 
feature of this disease, including 
rheumatic fever. The outicok on 
St. Vitus Dance is good, for with 
proper treatment most cases make 
a à complete recovery.

After independence, he devoted 
himself to the task of building up 
the Rashtra Seva Dal, a socialist 
youth organisation. in 1952, he was 
jailed for two months for parti- 
cipating in a satyagraha against 


the supply of inadequate and . 


low-quality foodgrains through 
ration shops. In 1952 August, he 
was elected to the Maharashtra 
Legislative Assembly from Pune. 


Shri Joshi participated in the 
Salt Satyagraha, called by 


Gandhiji throughout the country - 
and made a speech on the sea 


shore at Alibag which held ins 
audience spell bound. 

· The satyagraha led to a series of 
jail sentences for SM, following his 
arrest in 1930, 1932, 1934 andi 
1939. The impact of 5.М.'ѕ 


speeches was described by one 
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the flow of S.M.’s words.They 
came from his heart and touched 
the hearts of the people. As the 
speech went on, | got so excited 
that | could not see S.M. on the 
platform. | feit that a bright flame 
was burning, a flame which the 
British Government would never 
be able to extinguish.” 


"I became a full citizen of India", 
was the characteristic comment 
from S.M. in his autobiography 
"Mee S.M.” while referring to his 
first imprisonment in the wake of 
Salt satyagraha. 


S.M., who constantly struggled 
against poverty to complete his 
studies in New English School and 
graduation at Fergusson College 
in Pune as a student of economics 
and politics, had an exceptionally 
brilliant academic caréer. Inspired 
by the writings of Lokmanya Tilak 
and Gandhiji and the pamphlet 
published by underground revo- 
lutionaries like Bhagat Singh and 
Chandrashekhar Azad, he formed 
the “Youth League’ along with his 
colleagues in 1928 to spread the 
message of freedom and equality. 


He successfully organised 
demonstrations in Pune against 
| the Simon Commission -after 
= coming in contact with Yusuf 
— Meherally, Achyutrao -Patwardhan 
and others. S.M. was the secretary 
of the conference held under the 


2 = banner of Youth League which 
E. 72 


was presided over by Netaji 
Subhash Chandra Bose. 


Like all young idealists of his 
generation, S.M. was influenced by 
the Marxist philosophy. He, how- 
ever, never became dogmatis in 
his approach and later balanced 
militancy of Marx with purity of 
means professed by Gandhiii. 

The ‘Quit Іпда movement 
opened a heroic-chapter іп 5.54 's 
life as he, along with ciher 
Congress socialists, went under- 
ground, anticipating the British 
Government's crack-down on the 
political activists. In an effort to 
crush the freedom struggle, tne 
rulers made mass arrests on 
August 9, 1942, picking up leaders 
of various shades. 


S.M. who could speak fluent 
Urdu, moved all over India disguis- 
ing himself as a Maulvi under the 
pseudonym “Imam Ali Noorbhai". 
He had many narrow escapes in 
the hide and seek with the British 
police which ultimately landed him 
in Karachi at a time when the then 
Chief Minister of Sindh, Allábaksh., 
a nationalist Muslim,was done to 
death. . | 


Іп 1943, the police raided a 
hideout of underground workers in 
Bombay known as ‘Mushaka 
Mahal’ and arrested S.M., N. G. 
Goray, Sane Guru ji and others. The 
Government decided to try the 
prisoners under ‘Maharashtra 
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conspiracy case’ but had to drop 
the plan in- the ‘absence `of 
adequate evidence. S.M. and his 
comrades, however, remained 
behind the hars till 1946. 

After his release from jail, S.M. 
was given a hero's welcome in 
Maharashtra and with the attain- 


ment of frecdom in 1947, he saw 
one oí his cherished dreams 
become reality. | 


The 3Suoodzn movement oi 
Vinoba Siva deeply appealed to 
S.M. as һә saw in ita new approach 
to the 5iobiz2ms of the landless 
with a potential of а socio- 
economic revolution. Unlike 
Jayaprakash Narayan, S.M. parti- 
cipated in the movement without 
leaving politics. The joint call of 
JP and S.M. evoked a noteworthy 
response to the Bhoodan move- 
ment. 


Jayapakash observed, 'S.M.'s 
commitment to socialism is not 
merely an intellectual conviction. 
He has given his heart and soul to 
it. To him socialism is much more 
- than a political ideology. It is a 
philosophy and ethic of life—is 
human life at its best. Socialism. 
one might say, is in S.M.'s very 
blood and bones:' 


S.M. stoically took in his stride 


_the ups and downs that go with 


hopes and aspirations of an 
ideaiist without ever compromis- 
ing On basic values in which he 
believed. 


His frail frame could hardly hide 
the toll taken by the long years 
Spent in imprisonment while 
waging a war against the alien 
rulers. 

It was November 1928. Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru had been invited 
to be the chief guest for a youth 
convention in Pune. 


The late Prime Minister's speech 
cast a bewitching spell on young 
S.M. who was later introduced to 
Pandit Nehru. The man who intro- 
duced S.M. to Nehru, Kakasaheb 
Gadgil, had jocularly remarked.

Our universe of experience is 
multi-structured with innumerable 
centres of experience operating 
through psycho-physical orga- 
nisms, which reach their acme in 
man where reflective thinking 
becomes a characteristic. Accord- 
ing to the state and condition of 
development of these thinking 
beings, the experiences of the 
universe vary in different states of 
consciousness and different ways 
of systematic co-ordination and 
evaluation by intelligent persons 
are possible at different levels— 
each one right, valid, and purpose- 
ful as far as it goes, just as the 
differing experiences of our 
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different sense-organs such as 
eyes, ears, etc. Since all are condi- 
tioned relative experiences and 
evaluations, when looked at from a 
different separatist angle they 
seem to be in mutual conflict. And 
this is how our lives and thoughts 
are going on in the world. These 
are all individualized view-points. 
But the conflicts disappear when 
viewed in terms of a total Reality, 
just as the different types of 
experiences of the sense-organs 
and the mind are co-ordinated in a 
person аз all belonging to him. 


In and through all the individua- 
lized experiencing consciousness 
centres, which the living beings 
are and which give rise to the 
sense of ‘I’ and ‘mine’ (or ‘me’ as 
the author often uses), there is the 
Universal Consciousness, which is 
the source of the manifestation of 
all phenomena as experienced and 


evaluated by individualized 
consciousness-centres (or 
apparent parts of Universal 


Consciousness —'Chit-amsha". 

which can be cognized in its true 
nature only through identification 
with It by transcending the, and as 
inclusive of, individualized consci- 


-ousness and all its ramifications 


based on individual evaluations. 


In itself, the Universal Consci- 
ousness is beyond the subject- 


object relationship, and there is no 
means or method by which an 
individual can realize it while 
retaining his/her individuality 
which is based on psycho-somatic 
factors. The individuality, in reality, _ 
is but a mere limited centre ої 
consciousness for the manifesia- 
tion of the Absolute Universzi 
Consciousness on the relative 
dualistic plane, and as long as this 
centre identifies with the indi- 
vidualized psycho-somatic factors, 
it moves in a realm of duality giving 
rise to endless relativistic values, 
like unto the waves in the sea. And 
consequently one is tossed about 
on these waves up and down 
undergoing experiences of all the 
dualistic pairs of opposites like 
happiness and misery, life and 
death, etc. But the centre of 
consciousness in the individual, 
through experiences and under- 
standing, can dissociate from the 
psycho-somatic individuality and 
find its rest in the Universal 
Consciousness of which it is a 
phenomenal manifestation. It is 
this centre of consciousness in an 
individual which can work both 
ways—that is, as the Soul or the 
real person within the body that 
strives either for self-fulfilment by 
reaching inwardly towards its 
Source, the Eternal Universal 
Consciousness, and finding 
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identity with It or by ‘moving 
outwardly towards external 
objects and achievements in the 
manifested universe, based on the 
identification with the psychoso- 
matic equipment. 


Spiritual life and practice 
($аслапа) starts for a person oniy 
when the individualized centre of 
consciousness begins to disso- 
ciate itself from outgoing tenden- 
cies and individuality, and it finds 
fulfilment when the Soul recog- 
nizes and finds its identity in 
Universal Consciousness. Later, 
however, rooted in that Universal 
Consciousness, the person may 


reappear as an apparent individual 


for the good of others who have 
not yet so realized. In the course of 
this phenomenal manifestation, 
such exalted Souls who have 
realized this highest Eternal Truth 
have declared IT for the benefit of 
those who have turned away from 
this continuous ever-changing 
becoming externally and seek the 
Unchanging Eternal Being in 
themselves. This Eternal Truth of 
the identity of the individualized 
consciousness with that of its 
Source, the Universal Conscious- 
termed  A-dvaita 
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intellectual ТЕБ knowledge 
based on the personality, but by 
intuitive intimate non-mediate 
recognition of non-dual Oneness 
of all Existence, or Apperception 
as ihe author calls it. 


This Advaitic Spiritual Truth has 
been discovered in India by great 
realized sages and recorded in the 
Upanisnads. It has been rationally 
presented for the apprehension of 
the intellect by eminent Vedantic 
philosophers, the greatest among 
whom is Acharya Shankara. Many 
sages and saints have realized this 
Truth in the course of centuries, 
especially in India, and a few 
elsewhere too, and their illustrious 
lives and sublime teachings have 
been an example and inspiration 


for spiritual aspirants to realize the 


Truth in their own lives. 


In recent times in India there 
have been some great personages, 
beginning with Sri Ramakrishna 
and Swami Vivekananda, who 
have placed before the whole 
mankind this great Truth in 
different ways. In our own century, 
Ramana Maharshi did it on the 
spiritual level through his unique 
realizations. He spoke in Tamil, 
and that very little. J. Krishnamurti 
tried to put the ideas in his own way

He has 
quoted parallels from the records 
of the realizations of great sages 
and saints such an Jnaneshwar 
and Tukaram of Maharashtra, 
Ramana Maharshi of Tamil Nadu, 
Lao Tse and other Chinese sages, 
and several others.

- findings of the latest micro- 
-physics, which is gradually 
- converging towards the concepts 
and conclusions of Advaita 
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Vedanta and wale realisations! to 
reinforce his exposition. 


Uniike in other Sadhanas, which 
aiso deal with the elimination of 
tne ‘me’ or ! and mine’ and provide 
graduated methods, though 
indirect. by taking recourse to 
Karma-Yoga, Bhakti-Yoga, etc., 
nere in Nisargdatta teaching, the 
approach is direct and it requires 
seekers of the highesi order. Even 
the intellectual conception of it is 
extremely difficult as one has to 
understand the Truth intuitively 
going beyond the intellect itself, 
beyond subject-object relation- 
ship.

-bhavet), and yet leave scope to 
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those who are ready for the 
experience of transcending all 
such conditioned existence by 
moving оп in the direction of the 
goal and reach the subject-object- 
-less „unconditioned Infinite 
Eternal Reality beyond all person- 
ality and values, i.e. to reach the 
fulfilment of all values in the 
plenum (purna), the SAT-CHIT- 
-ANANDA. 


The conditioned and the un- 
conditioned, the Absolute and the 
Relative, are not two distinct 
realities which are causally 
connected, but are the two orders 
of the same Reality. One excludes 
the other, like waking and deep- 
-sleep, though each presupposes 
the other. The passage between 
them is through the quantum-leap 
of the  indefinable  refativistic 
Maya-power of the Absolute or 
Universal Consciousness, inter- 
vened by dim self-awareness of 
Truth as in dreaming. 


The printing and get-up of the 
book are good.

“The Science of Astroiogy", 
jointly authored by Shri K.N. Rao 
and Smt. Meenakshi Raut, is a 
book on applied astrology anc пої 
a theoretical book dealing with 
mere techniques of astrological 
predictions. 


The book contains some 
remarkable predictions, wich 
turned out to be true, about 


national and international events 
made by that doyen of astrologers, 
Dr. B.V. Raman. These predictions. 
should convince laymen and 
genuine seekers of truth about the 
theoretical validity and metho- 
dology and techniques of predic- 
tion passed on, from generation to 
generation, by our seers and 
sages. These predictions have 
been compiled from writings as old 
as fifty years from the “Astrological 
Magazine" of Dr. B.V. Raman and 
the “Times of Astrology", a Delhi 
publication. 


The merit of all the predictions

Part 2 of the book contains 
predictions for 1989-90 and the 
movements of planets in 1989, with 
a wide coverage of subjects— 
agriculture, rainfall, economics. 
production, cultural tife, politics 
and international affairs. Some of 
the forecasts given have already 
proved correct and the rest lie in 
the womb of time. This chapter will 
be of much interest to the general 
reader.
